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Court upholds NCAA's rights on drug testing 



rhe C^alifornia Supreme Court 
January 28 upheld the legality of 
the NCAA's drug-testing program, 
overturning lower-coun decisions 
thai had found the program to be 
an unproven and unjustified intru- 
sion into the privacy of student ath 
letcs at Stanford University. 

In a 6-1 decision, the court said 



the NCAA's legitimate interest in 
"ensuring fair and vigorous com 
petition" and protecting student- 
athletes justified the drug testing 
program. Six justices upheld the 
NCAA drug-testing program, which 
initially was challenged by a mem- 
ber of Stanford's women's diving 
team in 1987. 



Four of those justices advocated 
using a "balancing standard," under 
which the rights of the NCAA and 
involved student-athletes are 
weighed together. That was the 
position for which NCAA attorneys 
argued. 

A fifth justice favored a retrial of 
the case under the balancing stan- 



dard, while another favored a more 
strict "compelling-interest" standard 
(but said the N(;AA met that test in 
this case). There was one dissent- 
ingjustice. 

The NCAA drug-testing program 
was adopted at the 1986 NCAA 
Convention. 



Because of frequent physical 
examinations and the fact that stu- 
dent-athletes dress and shower 
together in locker rooms, the court 
said student-athletes have a "dimin- 
ished expectation of privacy." A 
rcc|uircmcnt that the urine sample

Proposal 

to restructure 

draws fire 

There is no equal representation, 
women's athletics committee says 

The NCAA Committee on Women's Athletics 
believes a recent restructuring proposal by a group 
of Division I-A conference commissioners fails to 
represent women in its organizational structure, and 
the committee has started developing principles it 
believes need to be included if restructuring legis 
lation is proposed. 

The committee, which met January 25-26 in Kansas 
City, Missouri, is expected to hold a telephone con 
ference within the next few weeks to discuss such 
principles. 

The commissioners' proposal would create a board 
of trustees with 15 members, all of whom would be 
institutional chief executive officers. That board 
would govern Division I. Nine "equity governance 
units" — existing Division TA conferences (except the 
Big West and Mid-American Athletic Conferences) 
and qualifying 1 A independents — each would elec t

On January 28, the NCAA agreed

increase cited financial constraints; 
tiiose who spoke for it said it would 
increase minority access to higher 
education. 

rhe boycott was delayed January 
14 after BC;A officials met with the 
C.ongressional Black (Caucus, which 
suggested the alternative of having 
the CRS act as a mediator.

Indian nicknames 

The Minneapolis Star Triliune, after dis 
cussioiis with leaders of the Minneapolis- 
based American hidiaii Movement and oth- 
er related groups, has announced that it no 
longer will publish the hidian nicknames of 
athletics teams because many Native 
Americans consider the use of those nick- 
names racist and derogatory. 




The Star Tribune announced in its 
Janiiary 25 editions that meetings with 
American Indian groups led the newspaper 
"to appreciate the harmful effect of such 
nicknames" and addeil that discontinuing 
the use of such names is "the right thing to 
do." 

I he Star Tribune is not the first major 
daily to eliminate or severely reduce tlie 
number of references to Indian nicknames 
in its sports pages. Ihe Oregonian in 
Ponland, Oregori, has riol used Indian nick- 
names in its spons stories since 1991. Several 
other newspapers also have limited ifieir use 
of Indian nickinames in recent years.

Nfjting that the Crmvention had 
marked the first lime lliat the three 
membership divisions (created the 
summer before) were allowed to vote 
by divisions, the News stated: "The 
(Convention proved that the nation's 
colleges and universities are con- 
cerned with the bellermeni of intercol- 
legiate athletics on all levels, from the 
massive state universities to the small 
liberal arts institutions, and can and 
will work together to achieve their 
goals." (February 1, 1974, NCAA News) 



The NCAA Football Rules 
Committee has approved several 
rule ( flanges designed to discour- 
age fighting in collegiate football 
games and prevent fights fiom esca- 
lating. 

The committee recommended 
the new niles at its annual meeting 
January 23 25 in Kansas City, 
Missouri. They are subject to the 
approval of the NCAA F.xecutive 
Committee at its May 3-5 meeting. 

rhe proposal calls for substitutes 
and coaches who leave the bench 
to participate in a fight r)r who join 
a fight that occurs in their bench 
area to be ejected from the game 
and suspended for the next game. 

In addition, players who fight 
while particijjating in game action 
would be ineligible to participate 
for the remainder of the half in 
which the fight occurs and in their 



team's next half of competition. 
Thus, a player who is ejected for 
fighting while he is on the field dur- 
ing the second half would be sus- 
pended for the first half of his 
team's next game. 

'Rugged contact sport' 

"The Football Rules Committee 
condemns the figliling that itiarred 
several high-profile games last sea- 
son and is very concerned about 
the effect it has had on the image 
of the sport," said Douglas A. 
Dickey, committee chair and direc- 
tor of athlefics at the Uiiiversily of 
Tennessee, Knoxville. 

"At the same time, we recogni/e 
that football is a rugged contact

In order to preserve the image and the 
integrity of the great game of college football, 
it wa.s absolutely necessary that the NCAA 
Football Rules Committee address the fight- 
ing issue that raised its ugly head on several 
occasions this past year. 

I he public was appalled 
at the highly publicized 
series of fights that took 
place, most of which were 
concentrated in cjne week- 
end of c ollege football. 

lb the credit of the sport 
of basketball, its rules com- 
mittee addressed a serious 
fighting problem a few years 
ago by developing a strict penalty strticture 
that has considerably reduced such o( cur- 
rcnces. Now, the world of intercollegiate ath- 
letics was looking to the Football Rules 
(Committee to initiate appropriate mlcs and 
penalties to alleviate what has been perceived 
as a serious problem. 

I Football rules changes: Page 3. 

1 am gratified that our committee has now 
responded tcj the mandate by passing mles 
that I am confident will reduce the instances 
of fighting in the game. The football coac hes 
made cjur jcjb much easier when coach Tubby 
Raymond of the University of Delaware, who 
has long been the chair of the American 
Football 0)aches Association rules-advisory 
committee, brought tcj our grcjup a recom- 
mendation to pass strict inles and penalties to 
addi ess the issue. As a former coach, I was 
both proud and gratified with the attitude of 
responsibility exhibited by the frjolball coach- 
es profession. 

f he coaches' report staled: "We arc 
appalled at the number cjf fighting incidents 
and the notoriety that has followed." It fur- 
ther stated: "With a backdrop of vicileiice c^n 
our streets, intercollegiate football should be 
a model for competitive discipline and that 
fighting is entirely in appropriate in an edu- 
cational setting." 

The coaches wanted rules that would put 
the responsibility scjuarely rjn their shoulders 
to control themselves and their student-ath- 
letes. Our committee also received a strong

Equity editorial draws response 



II was t)Oth encouraging and fright- 
ening to read the December 6 guest ed 
itorial by University of San PVanti-Sco 
athletics director Bill Hogan entitled 
"NCAA legislation needed for ecjuity." 

It was encouraging because the 
NCAA docs need to do more to ensure 
that its member institutions achieve 
gencler equity, and Mr. Hogan had sev- 
eral valuable points to make. It was 
frightening because the editorial both 
misstated the law and proposed legis- 
lation that would be in direct violation 
of it. 

The guest editorial summarized the 
meaning of Title IX by stating: "As in- 
terpreted during the Reagan-Bush 
years, this essentially meant that an ath- 
letics department had to spend as much 
proportionately on women's spons as 
women made up the percentage of the 
student-athlete population. For exam- 
ple, if 70 percent of the student-athlete 
population was male, approximately 70 
percent of the athletics budget could be 
spent on men's sports, even if the over- 
all male undergraduate population was 
much lower." 

This statement simply is not true. 

Title IX has never been interpreted 
to rcciuire athletics expenditures on 
women proportionate to woincn s par- 
ticipation. It has been interpreted to re- 
c]uirc athletics financial aid expendi- 
tures proportionate to undergraduate 
enroUmctit. It has never, however, been 
interpreted to recjuire proponiorialily 
in total expenditures. The NCAA does 
its members a disservice by printing an 
editorial saying otherwise. 

The guest editorial goes on to pro 
pose NCAA legislation that would, 
among other things, (a) recjuire insti- 
tutions to offer the same number of 
spcjits for men and women or, if one oi 
the men's sports is football, offer two 
more spoils for women than men, and

(b) prohibit institutions from ciropping 
sports solely to achieve gender erjuity. 
By adopting such legislation, however, 
the NCAA would be requiring its mem- 
bers to violate Title IX. 

Under Title IX, universities and col 
leges are required to (1) offer intercol- 
legiate athletics programs that result in 
men and women having participation 
rates proportionate to their under- 
graduate enrollment, or (2) continually 
expand the participation opportunities 
to provide the members of the under 
represented gender by adding teams in 
resprjnsc to their developing interests 
and abilities, or (3) offer programs that 
fully and effectively accommodate the 
current interests and abilities of the un 
derrepresented gender. 

As the NCAA's Cender-Equity Survey 
demotisiraied, most NCAA member in- 
stitutions are currently in violation of 
these recjuiremetits. Many are trying to 
come into compliance by adding 
women's teams (so they will end up of- 
fering several more women's than 
men's teams to make up for the large 
nmnber of men's opportunities pro 
vided by football) and/or dropping 
men's teams. Those that have been 
sued have all lost (or sellled). Mr. 
I logan's proposed legislation would ef 
fectively prohibit these schools from 
complying with Title IX. 

The NCAA needs to ensure thai geri- 
der equity is achieved, including by 
passing significant NCAA legislation. It 
should not allow The NCAA News to 
lie used, however, to misrepresent the 
law or advance NCAA legislation thai 
would reciuirc members to violate it.

Bill Hogan responds: 

Mr. Bryant assumed my use of the 
word "interpreted" in the editorial re- 
ferred to government legislation, which 
it did not. It referred to the general un- 
derstanding of athletics administrators 
of the guidelines din ing that time pe- 
riod. 

Many universities had fallen intfj 
"perceived" Title IX compliance in the 
1980s by basing the distribution of the 
overall athletics budget on the gender 
percentage of student athletes. A court 
case iti 1 987 (Blair et. al vs. Washington 
State University) ruled that this "per- 
ceived" Title IX compliance was a vio- 
lation of state law and that women's ath- 
letics funding should be comparable to 
female enrollment at die university, not 
the gender percentage of student-ath- 
letes. 

The point of this particular sectifjri 
in my editorial was simply to indicate 
that Title IX has been enforced more 
rigidly over the years. 

Lawsuits have been filed over dis 
parities in coaches' salaries, recruitment 
ancl publicity budgets, travel allowances 
and other resources, and retaliatory 
damage claims. I he American Coimcil 
on Education's memfj to university pres- 
idents dated September 24, 199;^, ad- 
vised that in addition to proportionate 
athletics financial aid. Tide IX recjuires 
that "all other benefits, opportunities 
and treatment afforded student-athletes 
of each sex must be ecjuivalenl." In the 
1992 Colgate University case iinolving 
the upgr ading of the women's ice hock- 
ey club team to varsity status, U.S. Mag- 
istrate DavicI N. Hurd of New York not 
ed that "although unec]ual expenditures 
does not by itself constitute a violation 
of Title IX, (Department of Education 
Code of Federal Regulations) Section 
10(5.41 permits the assistant secretaiy lo

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Men's gymnastics 
scrambles to avoid 
discontinuation

Men's gymnaslics coaches hope 
they never see the day when their 
sport no longer has NCAA-spon- 
sored championships. 

Even so, they have begun prepar- 
itig for that day. They have little 
choice. 

I he late of men's gymnastics as 
an N( L\A-sp<jnsored championship 
was dealt a severe blow at the 1994 
NCAA Convention witli the adop 
tion of Proposal No. 1.58, an amend 
mcnt to NCAA Bylaw 1 8.2. 

The proposal, effective August 1, 
1994, specifies 40 as the minimum 
number of member institutions 
necessary to continue an existing 
division or National Collegiate 
Championship. Further, the pro- 
posal eliminates all exemptions 
related to the discontinuation of 
championships, except during 1994- 
9.5 for existing National Collegiate 
('hampionships, and specifies that 
a championship shall be discon 
tinned in the year after it fails to 
meet the illiniinum sponsorship 
requirement. 

As of December 199S, men's gym- 
nastics was sponsored by only 36 
member institutions, four fewer 
than the minimum required. 
Barring an increase in sponsorship 
numbers or changes in the cham- 
pionships structure, the National 
C^fjllcgiate Men's Gymnastics 
C^hampionships would be discon- 



tinued after the 1994-95 academic 
year. 

Boxing was the last nondivision 
NCAA championship to be discon 
tinned, in 1961. Men's fencing and 
women's fencing were discontin- 
ued as individual championships 
after tfie 1989 championships, but 
continued as comtjined competi- 
tion. 

'Been nervous' 

"I really didn't think ii would 
come to this," said I,t. Col. Louis A, 
Burkcl, men's and women's gym- 
nastics coach at the U.S. Air Force 
Academy and chair of the NCAA 
Men's Gymnastics Committee. 
"We've all been nervous for cjuite a 
few years. We've been losing pro- 
grams. We've tried to revive 
them. ..it's just that athletics direc- 
tors are not likely to start up new 
programs right now." 

"I didn't anticipate that this would 
happen because I figured gymnas- 
tics, being the clean and whole- 
some sport that it is, would always 
have a place in the NCAA," said 
Frederick R. Turoff, men's gym- 
nastics coach at Temple University 
and f ormer chair of the committee. 

While coaches are dismayed by 
their current dilemma, they are not 
sitting and waiting for their cham- 
pionships to end. In fact, they are 
taking steps to ensure that future 
championships, NCAA sponsored 
or not, will be held.

explored are collegiate champi 
onships sponsored by USA 
Gymnastics or the National Asso- 
ciation of Collegiate Gymnastics 
Coaches (Men) (NACGC). USA 
Ciymnastics cuirenily sixinsors coed 
club championships for Divisions 
II and III institutir^ns. 

"What we're lor)king at, if we're 
not under the NC]AA, is still having 
collegiate championships," said 



Turoff. "I'm optimistic men's gym- 
na.slics can remain part of collegiate 
programs. With championships 
sponsored outside the N(;AA, we 
can still have national collegiate 
championships of high level that 
are meaningful to all programs." 

Concede obstacles 

Although coaches at e optimistic 
that their sport can continue at the 



collegiate level, tliey admit diere are 
obstacles to non-NCAA champi- 
onships. The biggest obstacle may 
be convincing athletics directors 
that a non-NC;AA championship is 
tjcneticial. 

Toward that end, coaches con 
tinue to make their programs as 
cost efficient as possible hy rediic-

any ollu-r gamt-. I licTcltjrc, wc 
hflicvc il is a|}])ropriatc to cli-al 
more liai shiy willi iiidivitluals wlio 
slati or join figlits when they are nol 
actually involved in play than witli 
players who are reading lo intense 
competition." 

Dickey acitlecl, however, that the 
eonnnitlee had no tolerance for 
repeat olfendcrs. The i^roup rec- 
omnieiuied a season-long suspen- 
sion for any individual disqualified 
lor lighting a set ond time in C)tie 
season. 

Ihe committee also voted to 
extend the jurisdiction of of lk ials 
li om five minutes l3cforc game time 
to one hour before game time. All 
team members who participate in a 
fight before the game or during 
half time, when they are not 
recjuired to he in their team area, 
would be ineligible tc) panicipate in 
their team's next two halves of com- 
petition. 

Pregame monitoring 

The I ommitlee will ask ( onfei- 
ences to stiess tC) theii officiating 
news the imjjoi'tance of nionitoi- 
ing the field during pregame activ- 
ities, when exchanges between play- 
ers can ignite tempers and set the 
tone for later behavior. 

"Increasing llie presence of offi- 
cials during wami-ups is a key part 
of this package," Dickey said.

"Statistics do not show a signifi- 
cant increase in the numfjerof dis 
clualificalions for fighting over the 
past four years. By reducing the lev- 
el of animosity that (fevelops before 
kickoff, then instituting severe 
penalties lor players and staff who 
cause figlils to escalate, the com- 
mittee believes it has addressed the 
areas that were in most obvious 
need of correction." 

Applauds leadership 

Dickey credited conference com 
missioners and the American 
Football (loaches Association for 
assuming fearfership roles in this 
issue. 

"After the rash of fights last 
September put this issue under the 
mic ros( ope, the ( onlerences made 
it veiy clear to their member insti- 
tutions and of ficials that fighting 
would not be tolerated," Dickey 
said, " flic ( <)a< liing community has 
taken a strong stand against light 
ing and shown its willingness lo 
suppon severe penalties for players 
who light. 1 he AK'A's statement to 
the rules committee was the foun- 
datirjn for the prcjpcjsal we have 
made. 

"Over the ])ast tiiree years, this 
committee has dealt with taiuiting 
and f5ailing, exhibitionism, fighting, 
vulg-ar language-, and player appear- 
ance," Die key said. "We recogni/.e 
that these problc-ms are extensions 
of similar problems within our soci- 
ety, and we hope tliat the leader- 
ship we have taken in this highly 
visible- sport will help lo set tiie 
propc-r example in an educational 
setting."

This report of eligibility appeals decisions and action taken regarding institutional responsibility was prepared by 
the eligibility staff as an aid to member institutions and conference offices. Institutions or conference offices with 
questions or issues concerning the eligibility decisions may contact Janet M.Justus, director of eligibility, at the NCAA 
national office. Those who have questions regarding the action taken regarding institutional responsibility, can contact 
Cynthia J. Gabel, NCAA enforcement representative, also at the national office. 
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Tbr following is a partial report of actions by the NCAA 
Administrative Review I^nel. The panel was created to 
consider appeals — based on special circumstances — of 
actions by NCAA committees (other than the Eligibility 
Committee or Committee on Infractions) or the NCAA 
staff regarding the application of NCAA legislation. 



This report contains actions taken by the panel from 
October through December 1993. The actions were 
reviewed by the NCAA Council at its January post-Conven- 
tion meeting. 

Of these cases, 30 requests by institutions were granted 
by the panel; 36 were denied. Since the panel's formation 



in January 1993, the panel has granted a total of 112 
requests and denied 122. 

The following cases are listed in NCAA bylaw numerical 
order. The case number assigned to each case also is listed. 

Other cases reviewed by the Council in January will be 
published soon in The NCAA News.

14.6.5.3.10 as a qualifier and "redshirted" during fall 1992. The

Af 
ter review of the SA's transcript, it was discovered that the 
SA had obtained 43 hours of transferable degree credit 
and lacked a history course that was required for gradua- 
tion from the two-year college. The two-year college and 
the applicant institution both approved two three-hour 
courses at a second two-year college during the summer 
of 1993 that would be used toward the SA's requirements 
for graduation from the first two-year college and the SA's

The SA was unable to at 
tend the two-year college for the second semester due to 
medical reasons. The SA enrolled at the applicant institu- 
tion for this fall and wishes to participate in intercollegi- 
ate athletics beginning with the spring semester 1 994. 



The two-year college transfer require- 
ments must be met before the student 
athlete's transfer to the certifying institu 
tion. Thus, if a two-year college student 
transfers to a Division I or II institution 
before the completion of applicable 
transfer requirements, the student is sub- 
ject to the one-year residence require- 
ment at the certifying institution, even 
though the student transfers back to the 
two-year college and completes the nec 
essary requirements.

When the SA applied for admission at 
the applicant institution, a preliminary evaluation of the 
SA's credentials indicated that the SA was eligible for the 
fall 1993. Subsequent to the SA's enrollment in the appli- 
cant institution, the SA was notified that the SA did not 
meet the two-year college transfer requirements because 
the SA did not obtain an AA degree. The SA subsequently 
transferred back to the two-year college to obtain an AA 
degree. 



The two-year college transfer require- 
ments must be met before the SA's 
transfer to the certifying institution.

After the spring term 1992, the SA left the institution, hop- 
ing to obtain a scholarship with another Division I institu- 
tion because the head coach at the first institution was 
fired and the SA was not comfortable with the new 
coach's offensive system. Unable to obtain a scholarship 
offer fix>m another institution, the SA spent the 1992-93 
academic year working full-time. The SA's five-year clock 
will expire at the conclusion of the fall 1995 term. 



A transfer student from a four-year insti- 
tution shall not be eligible for competi- 
tion at a Division I institution until the 
student has fijIfiUed a residence require- 
ment of one fiill academic year at the cer- 
tifying institution.

During 
the SA's year of residence, the head coach at the second 
institution resigned. The SA participated during the 1992- 
93 academic year, and then received a release from the 
second institution. 



A student who previously has transferred 
from one four-year institution to another 
four-year institution is not eligible for the 
one-time transfer exception.

The SA transferred from one four year institution to an- 
other four year institution after participating for one year 
at the first institution. However, the first institution did 
not release the SA, and as a result, the SA was required to 
satisfy an academic year in residence before the SA could 
be eligible for financial aid and competition. According 
to the SA the coaches at the second institution implied 
that if the SA would attend their school on the SA's own 
and not participate in track and Field, the SA would be 
granted an athletics scholarship for the 1993-94 academic:

most reccnUy attended, one calendar year 
has elapsed since the transfer from that 
four year c ollege and the student has 
graduated from the two-year college. 



Waive the normal application of the "4-2- Granted. 
4" transfer rule in the SA's situation be- 
cause had the SA not enrolled in the two- 
year college, the SA would be immediately 
eligible for competition using the one-time 
transfer exception. The institution believes 
that neither the university nor the SA will gain 
any additional competitive or recruiting 
advantages because of the waiver.

Waive the normal application of the "4-2-

ball (I) a full grant-in aid. The SA's family experienced a tremen- 

dous financial loss this past summer and has been unable 
to help the SA with incidental expenses (i.e., spending 
money). The unusual hardship the SA's family has experi- 
enced forced the SA to work during the summer for the 
SA's family without pay and, consequently, the SA re- 
turned to school without any money. The SA would like to 
obtain a part-time job during the school year and not 
have the moneys earned deducted from the SA's grant-in- 
aid. 



In determining whether an SA's financial 
aid exceeds the value of a full grant-in- 
aid, employment during semester or term 
time shall be included. 



Waive the normal application of the maxi- 
mum limit on financial aid in the .SA's situ 
ation because the SA is not from the 
United States and does not have a family 
located nearby that would be able to assist 
the SA. Obtaining a part-time job would 
provide the SA the opportunity to earn ex- 
tra money to help defray some of the nor- 
mal expenses incurred (e.g., laundry 
expenses) during the course of the year.

The SA initially enrolled in the applicant institution dur- 
ing the 1987-88 academic year and has received i'/t years 
worth of financial aid within a six-year period. The SA 
was unable to attend the institution In fall 1992 because 
the SA was training for the Olympics and the SA's father 
died. Had the SA been able to attend the institution dur- 
ing fall 1992, the SA would have completed the degree 
requirements and graduated at the conclusion of the 
1992-93 academic year. Thus, the SA currendy is enrolled 
in the applicant institution, completing the degree re- 
quirements, and would like to receive financial aid. 



An SA may be awarded institutional fi- 
nancial aid within six years after initial 
enrollment in a collegiate institution 
(provided the student does not receive 
such aid for more than five years during 
that period); however, after the six-year 
period expires, this restriction shall apply 
only to unearned athletics aid for which 
the athletics department intercedes on 
behalf of the SA.

The SA began participating as a multi 
sport athlete in the sport of baseball for the 1991-92 and 
1 993-94 academic years. The SA, under the multispon- 
participant rule, was considered a counter in the sport of 
football for the lO'll 92 and 1992-9S ac adpmic years. How 
ever, because the SA's eligibility has been exhausted in 
the sport of football, if the SA participates in baseball for 
the 1993-94 academic year, the SA will become a counter 
in the sport of baseball, which would put the institution 
over its maximum financial aid limitation in baseball. 



An SA shall be a counter and included in 
the maximum awards limitations if the 
SA is receiving financial aid based in any 
degree on athletics ability for the year in 
which the SA receives the financial aid. 



Waive the normal application of the maxi 
mum institutional grant-in-aid limitations 
in the sport of baseball because the finan- 
cial aid the SA is receiving is not contin 
gent on the SA's participation on any of 
the applicant institution's intercollegiate 
athletics teams; rather, the SA has been 
awarded scholarship funds allocated to the 
football team for the purpose of helping 
the SA complete the SA's degree. Further, 
the institution notes that the baseball team 
is not seeking a competitive advantage 
with this appeal and is willing to reduce 
its equivalency awards during the 1994 95 
academic year by any amount that the SA's 
participation causes the 1 993-94 equival- 
ency to exceed the NCAA limit.

(I) 15.5.4.1 ticipate in the sport of basketball with the understanding 

that the SA would not receive aid during the SA's fresh- 
man year. The SA then was selected by the institution as a 
recipient of an academic scholarship baaed on the SA's 
high-school academic performance. The admissions of- 
fice awarded this aid with no knowledge that his student 
was an SA. Flirther, the SA did not apply for the aid nor 
did the SA realize that by accepting the aid, the SA's eligi- 
bility status would be affected. 



In Division I football, basketball or ice 
hockey, an SA who was recruited by the 
awarding institution and who receives in- 
stitutional financial aid granted without 
regard in any degree to athletics ability 
does not have to be counted until the SA 
engages in varsity intercollegiate competi- 
tion in those sports. For this provision to 
be applicable, there shall be on file in 
the office of the athletics director certifi- 
cation by the faculty athletics representa- 
tive, the admissions officer and the chair 
of the financial aid commiOee that the 
student's admission and financial aid 
were granted without regard in any de- 
gree to athletics ability, nirther, there 
shall be an annual limit of 13 during the 
1993-94 academic year and thereafter on 
the total number of counters in the sport 
of men's basketball at each Division I in- 
stitution. 



Waive the normal application of the limita- 
tion on the number of counters in the 
sport of basketball in the SA's situation be- 
cause the SA was not aware that by accept- 
ing the award that his eligibility status 
would be affected. FUnher, the admissions 
office that awarded the aid was not aware 
that the student was an SA, and the basket- 
ball coach had no knowledge of the schol- 
arship being awarded or accepted.

first contest September 4, 1 993. After that first contest, the 
.SA withdrew from the team and the institution. The SA's 
athletics grant-in-aid was renounced when the SA trans- 
ferred to another four-year institution. Another SA at the 
institution who was not recruited would like the opportu- 
nity to participate on the institution's football team. How 
ever, because the SA received institutional aid, the SA will 
become a counter in the sport of football upon participa- 
tion and thus, put the institution over its institutional lim- 
its in the sport of football. 



Once an individual becomes a counter in 
a head-count sport, the individual nor- 
mally continues as a counter for the re- 
mainder of the academic year. However, 
if he or she voluntarily withdraws from 
the team before the first day of classes or 
before the first contest of the season

institution from its obligation to provide 
financial aid, the individual no longer 
would be considered a counter. 



Waive the normal application of the can- 
cellation-of aid rule in the SA's situation 
because the institution believes that the 
bylaws are put in place to ensure that each 
SA is properly accounted for and not 
forced to withdraw from intercollegiate 
competition against his or her will on the 
basis of athletics ability. However, the same 
bylaws that protect the SA's welfare as an 
SA now are preventing the SA from partiti 
pating in intercollegiate athletics.

in competition Saturday, October 23, 1993. The institution 
made its travel arrangements early last summer and was 
able to secure restricted airline tickets. The team's depar- 
ture time would put them over the 48-hour departure re- 
striction; however, after contacting the airline, the 
institution was infcnmed that it would not be able tp make 
any revisions to its travel itinerary. 



An eligible SA may receive actual and 
necessary travel expenses to represent 
the institution in athletics competition, 
provided the SA departs for the competi- 
tion not later than 48 hours before and 
remains not more than 36 hours after an 
intrrcoUegiate contest, even if the SA 
does not return with the team. 



V^%uve the normal application of the 48- 
hour departure restriction rule because 
the institution is unable to make any revi- 
sions to its travel itinerary that would put it 
within the 48-hour departure restrlcdon. 
fVirther, when the travel arrangements 
were made, the institution was unaware of 
the 7 p.m. contest starting time.

petition December 12 in Los Angeles, and also has sched- 
uled a competition December 29 at the Oregon Classic in 
R>rtland, Oregon. Both competitions are regular-season 
team competitions and occur during the institution's offi- 
cial vacation period. The normal team itinerary is to fly to 
California for the December 12 competition and return to 
Minnesota, and then fly to Oregon for the December 29 
competition and return to Minnesota. The cost to the in 
stitution for the two round-trip flights is $838 per SA. Four 
SAs live on the West Coast and wish to remain there after 
the December 12 competition to spend Christmas with 
their families. The cost would be less if the SAs were al- 
lowed to go home after the December 12 match and then 
fly directly to ftirtland, Oregon, for the December 29 
match. The other two SAs, who are from Montana, are 
willing to pay the difference for their round-trip air fare 
costs that normally would be incurred for the competi- 
tions and the cost for the flights to Montana and then to 
I^rdand, Oregon. 



The institution may provide the transpor- 
tation for a SA to travel from campus to 
the site of an NCAA championship or a 
special event and back to campus; or if 
the SA goes home during the vacation 
period, the institution may pay (in lieu of 
providing team transportation) the 
greater of the transportation costs for the 
SA to travel from (a) campus to the event 
site and back to campus; (b) campus to 
the SA's home and back to campus, or (c) 
the SA's home to the event site and back 
home. 



Permit the institution to apply the provi- 
sions of the general rule that applies to 
travel to NCAA championships and special 
events during the vacation period in this 
situation because the cost to the first two 
SAs is less for the institution. FUrther, the 
other two SAs are willing to pay the differ- 
ence and, therefore, there would be no ad- 
ditional cost to the institution and no extra 
benefit. Further, this allows all four SAs to 
spend time with their families during the 
Christmas holidays, which is of great inter- 
est to all concerned.

While coaches will continue to 
promote tlieir si>ort and explore 
noTi-NC;AA cliampionships options, 
they aie not giving up effc)rts to 
retain the cun ent cliaiiipionsliips. 

Combined championships? 

rhe Men's Ciyiiniastics (Com- 
mittee, in what many c oaclies admit 
is a last-ditch effort, has asked the 
N(1AA Women's Ciyriinastics 
Committee to consider corril>irring 
the men's and women's champi- 
onships. (Airrently, three sports 
(rifle, skiing and fencing) compete 
in coml)ined NCAA champi- 
onships. Division II swimming also 
is considerirrg combined champi- 
onships. 

"Barring something arna/.irig 
happening, meaning people add 
programs, the only way tc) keep 
men's gymnastics as an NCAA spoil 
is some sort cjf c ombined charnpi- 
onslTips," said Turoff. 

Wfjrking out the kinks would in 
itself f:)e a major task. While the 
men's and women's sporls may be 



the same in nairic. they difTer great- 
ly. Men and women use different 
base scoring and indixidual events, 
and ifie number of events also 
differs. Irr fact, men and women 
compete in only two common 
events (vault and floor exer cise). 

I he biggest obstacle, liowever, 
lies in determining a < liampion. 
With only ,''() institutions sponsor- 
ing both men's and women's pro- 
grams, less tlian one-tfiir (f of the 
institutions sponsoring gyiiniastics 
would field a combined program. 
Ninety-one institutions sponsor 
women's gymnastics; -ifi inslitutioirs 
sponsor men's gymnastit s. 

Seeking compromise 

"I understand a lot of women's 
programs not liking a combined 
championship because most top 
women's programs don't have a 
corr esponding men's gymnasttcs 
team. If a cornljined title only is giv- 
en cjnt, there's no rcasorr for tliem 
to want to combine because auto 
inatically tf iey can't win (the title)," 
said Turoff . 



Ikit despite the obstacles, men's 
coaches believe a compromise can 
he worked out. They point to the 
other NCAA comfjined champi- 
onships as examples. 

"We could I ome up with some 
options fc)i a comliined ehampi- 
oiisfiip tfiat reflect participation lev- 
el, " said (.anlliier . " t here ar e pr o- 
totypes we can follow. In fencing, 
they tiave comliined chariipi- 
oiistiijjs and they weight some 
events. I'm sur e we could nrake the 
meet beneficial to Ijoth men anct 
women. 

"We don't want to comliinc 
championships if it adversely affects 
ttre woiTien's ctiampionships. We 
simply want to fiave tf le opponmri- 
ty to compete." 

.Said Burkel, "If there were a way 
to continue to award men's and 
women's tearir titles in addition to 
a coinliined award, I believe itie 
idea of a corTihined championship 
would be much easier to sell to the 
women's committee. Hopetlifly, 
when the women's committee con- 
siders the response of its coaches 



to a recent sui-vey, it will decide to 
sit dowrr with the metr's commrttee 
and continue to discuss the issues. 

"To add a twist to the combined 
picture, several individuals recent- 
ly approached me with the idea of 
establishing both a women's < liam- 
pionship and a combined champi- 
onship and tr eating the situation in 
the same manner as indoor and 
outdoor track, namely to pay trans- 
portation and per diem for only 
one. " 

Although liopefiif lliat combined 
championships can fiappen, men's 
coaches are taking a realistic 
appr oach. Tliey a< knowledge that 
combined championships are far 
from r eality, and thus, are (>rei)ared 
fbt fife without the NCAA. 

"We've been facing tlie possibil- 
ity (of losing ifie ctiairipionships) 
for some titiie," said Burkel. "We 
know LISA Gymnastics will sponsor 
a championship. We've started 
wor king on what to do if tfie NCAA 
droyjs (our charrrpionship). We're 
not going to be completely in the 
dark."

Member institutions should note that the opening sen- 
tence of Legislative Assistance C^olumn No. 3, Item No. 2 
(January 19, 1994, edition of The NCAA News), should read 
as follows; 

"Member institutions should note that, in accordance with 
Bylaw 1 2.5.2. 1 , subsequent to becotning a student-athlete, an 
indiviclual shall not be eligible for participation in intercol- 
legiate athletics if the individual accepts any remuneration 
for or permits the use of his or her name or picture to adver 
tise, recommend or promote directly the sale or use of a com- 
mercial product or service of any kind, or receives remuner- 
ation for endorsing a commercial product or service through 
the individual's use of such product or service. 

1994 NCAA Convention Proposal No. 24 

Scouting of opponents — football and basketball and 
Proposal No. 60 — scouting of opponents — Division I 

Division I institutions should note that with the adoption 



of Proposal No. 24 (effective August 1, 1994), off-campus, in- 
person scouting of opponents in Divisions I-A and I-AA foot- 
ball is prohibited, hi addition, off-campus, in person scout- 
ing of opponents in Division I basketball is prohibited, except 
as specified in Bylaw 1 1.6.2.1.1 (regular-season or postsea- 
son tournaments). It is important to note that these restric- 
tions do not permit an individual to scout at his or her own 
expense. 

Further, Division I institutions should note that with the 
adoption of Proposal No. 60 (effective immediately), when 
an individual is being reimbursed to travel by automobile to 
scout an opponent, others who travel with that individual in 
the same vehicle to the site are not considered to be receiv- 
ing transportation expenses. 

Please note that the effective date of Proposal No. 60 pre- 
cedes the effective date of Proposal No. 24. Thus, in tlie sports 
of basketball and football, until August 1, 1994, it would be 
permissible for athletics department staff members to travel 
in the same vehicle to the same site with an individual who 



is being reimbursed to travel by automobile to scout an oppo- 
nent (without being considered to have received trans- 
portation expenses).

Visits — participation by prospects in recreational activities 

Division I institutions should note that with the adoption 
of Proposal No. 167 (effective immediately), a prospect visit 
ing a Division I institution may participate in physical work- 
outs or recreational activities during a visit even if the activ- 
ities involved a sport for which the prospect is being recruited. 
Please note that coaching staff members may not organize 
or observe these activities, inasmuch as the remaining pro- 
visions of Bylaw 13.12.2.3 (recreational activities) continue 
to apply.

National Girls and Women 
in Sports Day is February 3 



National Ciirls and Women in 
Sports Day will be celebrated 
February 3 with events in all 50 
states and at a traditional Capitol 
Hill observance in Washington, 
D.C. 

It is the seventh year for the 
observance, which began in 1987 
in memory of Olympic volleyball 
standout Flo Hyiiian, who died of 
Maifati syndrome in 1986. 

The Capitol Hill ceremony is 
again expected to feature the par- 
ticipation of Sens. Ted Stevens, R- 
Alaska; Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Massachusctts, and Bill Bradley, 
D-New Jersey. 

Highlights of that observance 
include discussions of current leg- 
islation and issues between wo- 
men's sports leaders and mem 



hers of Congress and annoutice- 
ment of this year's winner of the 
Women's Sports Foundation's Flo 
Hyman Award, which is presented 
to an athlete who exemplifies 
Hyman's "dignity, spirit and com- 
mitment to excellence." 

A multitude of events also are 
plainied at state and local levels — 
many organized by the National 
Association for Girls and Women 
in Sports (NAGWS) and its volun- 
teers. 

The day traditionally is observed 
on the first Thursday in February. 
Joining NAGSW as coordinators of 
National Girls and Women in 
Sfxjrts Day are the Girl Scouts of tlie 
USA, Girls Incorporated, Women's

dissenter — said athletes do not sur 
render their right lo control their 
own medical treatment or to urinate 
in private when they sign up for 
sports. Mosk said the majority jus- 
tices "all but abrogate the right to 
privacy." 

Since August 1988, a lower-court 
ruling has prohibited the NCAA 
from testing Stanford student-ath- 
letes for drugs in NC^AA champi- 
onship sports. 



Justus indicated that the survey's 
results could prompt the committee 
to suppxDrt proposed legislation from 
the NCAA Division III Steering 
(Committee that would revise the 
Association's current definitioti of 
a senior woman administrator 
(NCAA Constitution 4.02..'^). 

That proposed amendment 
would significantly broaden the cur 
rent definition to state that the SWA 
"should have experience in athlet 
ics, either as a coach or as an ath- 
letics administrator.. .(and) should 
participate in the decision making 
process on matters affecting the 
institutioti's overall intercollegiate 
athletics program, not only at the 
institutional level, but also at the 
conference and national levels." 



Simone LeVant, the Stanford 
diver who initiated the lawsuit, 
told The Associated Press she was 
disappointed by the ruling, partic 
ularly the court's acceptance of the 
"degrading and humiliating" re- 
quirement of a monitor during 
urine testing. She also disputed 
claims that drug testing promoted 
fair competition. 

"It's nearly impossible to have 
any competitive edge when you're 



using drugs or drinking alcohol," 
LeVant said. 

Had the supreme court not ruled 
in favor of the NCAA's drug-testing 
program and issued a statewide ml 
ing against the program, "the 
potential disruption would have 
been even greater" than the com- 
plaints registered in the past sever 
al years about Stanford's excmp 
lion, said Craig Stewart, an attorney 
for the NCAA. 



Regulation would fine 
promoters of ticket scams 



Tour promoters who promise 
tickets for crjUege bowl games and 
the NCAA Final Four could be 
fined up to $1,000 for each seat they 
don't deliver under proposed new 
Federal regulations. 

A littie-ktiown and unused 1980 
regulation that now protects only 
Super Bowl fans from such scams 
would be expanded to include oth- 
er sports events uncler a proposal 
unveiled January 27, according to 
The Associated Press. 

U.S. Secretary of Transportation 
Federico Petia announced the reg- 
ulatory changes in the wake of com- 
plaints from more than 1,000 
University of Wisconsin, Madison, 



fans who purchased tour packages 
for the 1004 Rose Bowl only to 
learn upoti their arrival in Pasa- 
dena, California, that the promised 
tickets did not exist. 

Members of Wisconsin's con 
gressional delegatioti recently inuo 
duced bills to do the same thing 
proposed by the Department of 
Transponation, l)Ut said the legis- 
lation will not be needed if the 
Clinton administration changes the 
regulations on its own. 

With a March 28 deadline for 
closing the first comment period in 
a three step rule making procedure, 
the updated version could become 
law in time to cover the next bowl 
season, officials said.
